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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to claim 1 , Applicant argues that 
the examiner does not address the claim limitation of said first client in the Kenner reference. Applicant argues the Kenner reference 
teaches first and second users but from first and second computers, not the same computer. The examiner respectfully disagress 
stressing that Kenner does teach more than one user on a computer, col. 7, lines 2-6, "although only three computers are shown, the 
number of concurrent users is unlimited." The examiner can find no reference in Kenner that teaches only one user per terminal 
With regards to claim 10, applicant states there is no teaching of a first user logging in from a first operating system protocol and a 
second user logging in from a second operating system protocol. The Kenner reference teaches the configuration utility and client 
program can be integrated in a browser or an operating system. The Kenner reference teaches the use of many different protocols, IP 
protocol (col. 17, lines 50-54) ICMP protocol (col. 4, lines 50-60) and SNMP protocol (col. 10, lines 66- col. 11, line 4) and Web protocol
